himself at Mound, being appointed 
postmaster. lie started a little stoic 
and then \\cnt among the f.iimcis and 
borrowed money with which to make 
his store bigger and better. 
He got 


$800 from Washington Farwell. $COO 
fiom Robert Graham and similar .ind 
smaller sums from a laigo number of 
farmeis 
and 
mechanics 
Then 
he 


staited ostensibly for New York io 
buy goods, and-never showed;up in 
Coshocton county again 
Thej farm- 


ers held Klein's notes and got togeth- 
er and ))ui their notes in a lawyer's 
bands 
It was then • pretty well 
es- 


tablished that Klein had gone back to 
bis native Germany. 


Time rolled on and F. O. Graham, 


son of Robert Graham, one of 
the 


Jew's victims, went west lie dropped 
into a clothing sloie at Los Angeles, 
Calif, one day and was st.utlod 
to 


see Henry Klein sitting back at the 
desk, as propilctor. It was One of the 
biggest stores in the city. Graham im- 
mediately'wrote hii father and1' Mr. 
Graham ;md Mr. FarwHI dug up their 
notes and hoarded a train for Los An- 
geles. 
They con fi on led 
Klein, who 


admitted his identity and paid the 
notes with interest, practically doub 
ling them, on condition that they say 
nothing about it out there. Il is siid 
that Klein immediately went 
west 


with his borrowed money from 
Co- 


shocton farmciF and thus started 
a 


fortune now estimated at a quarter of 
a million dollars. 


Just what may be li.itrliing now, is 


purely conjecture, but someone is evi- 
dently in t orr>s»od in Klein, his past 
and his piescnt.
